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This is a response to the Reply To Decision On Petition, received in the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office (USPTO) on August 24, 2005. 

Petitioner states "The Decision on Petition of August 18, 2005, again refers to the Mailing 
Certificate of the copy submitted with the petition received October 23, 2003, which remains 
irrelevant."
